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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 42 and 103-109 are pending and subject to the instant Requirement for 
Election of Species. 

Election of Species Only 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: a) recognition unit peptides in the range of 6 to 60 
amino acid residues (as in claim 1 ); b) recognition unit having 20 to 50 amino acid 
residues (as in claim 108). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, 1 , 42, and 103-are generic. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: a) biotinylated recognition units and avidin or 
streptavidin (as in claims 1 and 103); b) recognition units in the form of multiple 
antigenic peptides (as in claim 103); and c) recognition units cross-linked to a carrier 
protein (as in claim 103). Applicant must pick one, such as recognition units in the form 
of multiple antigenic peptides 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 42, and 103 are generic. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: a) plurality of polypeptides obtained from a virus (as in 
claim 104); expression library that is a recombinant bacteriophage library (as in claim 
105); expression library that is a recombinant plasmid library (as in claim 107); 
expression library that is a cosmid library (as in claim 107). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 , 42, and 103 are generic. 

5. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

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the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
